The  History  of  Cumberland  and  Adams  Counties,  penna., 
published  in  1886,  gave  the  names  of  the  earliest 
settlers  in  these  counties. 

Of  these  names,  Hoge  (Hogue)  and  Armstrong  have  been 
traced  down  to  the  present  time  (1957)  and  proved  to 
be  ancestors  of  the  Henry  M.  Bobb  relationship  that 
was  raised  in  and  around  Mechanicsburg,  Penna. 

John  Hoge  settled  about  1730  where  the  town  of 
Hogestown  now  stands. 

John  Armstrong  lived  nearby,  and  his  brother  James 
Armstrong  lived  farther  west  near  Stoney  Ridge. 

In  1741  the  Longsdorfs  came  to  America  and  bought 
land  two  miles  west  of  where  Mechanicsburg  is  now 
located. 

Nicholas  Bobb  and  family  came  from  Germany  in  1795 
and  bought  land  from  his  friend  Martin  Longsdorf. 

Henry  Naggle  (Nagle)  lived  close  to  the  camp  grounds 
at  Dillsburg  in  York  county. 
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THE  HOGE  FAMILY 


Our  first  known  ancestor  in  America  was  William  Hoge  who  landed  in 
New  York  in  1682,  coming  from  Musselburgh,  Scotland  at  the  age  of  22 
years.  His  ancestry  w as  traced  back  to  a  follower  of  William  the 
Conqueror,  who  invaded  England  in  1066. 

On  the  same  boat  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean  with  William  Hoge, 
there  was  a  family  by  the  name  of  Hume  (Homes)  from  Paisley,  Scot¬ 
land.  Only  a  daughter  of  this  family  survived  the  trip  to  New  York, 
and  William  Hoge  delivered  her  to  some  of  her  relatives  who  v/ere 
already  living  in  that  city. 

Our  young  ancestor  settled  in  Perth  Amboy,  New  Jersey  and  later  mar¬ 
ried  Barbara  Hume.  Some  of  their  children  were  born  here.  They 
later  moved  to  Penn’s  Three  Lower  Counties  (now  Delaware),  but  later 
moved  to  what  was  then  known  as  East  Pennsboro  township  which  at 
that  time  was  a  part  of  Lancaster  county,  but  as  the  county  was 
divided  it  finally  became  a  part  of  Cumberland  county. 

In  1735,  after  living  six  years  in  East  pennsboro  township,  William 
Hoge  and  most  of  his  family  made  his  last  move  to  old  Frederick 
county,  Virginia.  He  was  the  first  white  man  to  settle  on  a  branch 
of  the  Opequon  River,  about  three  miles  south  of  what  is  now  Win¬ 
chester,  Virginia,  and  called  it  Hoge  Run.  His  homestead  was  due 
west  of  Opequon  Memorial  Church,  one  of  the  most  famous  historical 
landmarks  of  Virginia.  William  Hoge  donated  the  land  for  the  build¬ 
ing  of  this  church,  and  his  grandson  John  Hoge,  Jr.  was  its  first 
preacher. 

The  Hoges  were  a  large,  intelligent  and  eminently  patriotic  family. 
During  the  Revolutionary  War,  they  were  so  active  in  the  various 
lines  of  public  duty  that  it  is  difficult  for  the  historian  to  allot 
to  each  individual  of  that  day  his  many  honors.  In  later  years  this 
family  produced  many  preachers,  lawyers,  and  statesmen  who  had  parts 
in  America’s  early  history. 

The  oldest  son,  John,  Sr.,  settled  on  the  site  of  the  present  Hoges- 
town  in  Cumberland  county,  Penna.  about  1730,  and  remained  there 
until  his  death  in  1754.  He  married  v/hile  living  in  Penn’s  Three 
Lower  Counties,  Gwenthleum  Bowen  (Davis)  who  was  a  descendant  of  the 
Royal  Family  of  Wales.  It  was  her  money  from  the  sale  of  family 
jewels  that  paid  for  their  land  at  Hogestown. 

They  had  nine  children:  John  Jr.,  Jonathan,  Sarah,  Mary,  Elizabeth, 
Rebecca,  David,  Abigail  and  Benjamin. 

John  Jr.  was  a  Presbyterian  minister,  and  had  a  family  of  which 
little  is  known.  Benjamin  died  in  early  life.  Jonathan  and  David 
were  very  active  in  civil,  judicial  and  military  life. 

Two  of  William’s  daughters  married  men  who  lived  in  \7est  Virginia, 
and  both  of  them  had  children  stolen  by  the  Indians.  In  later  years 
they  were  returned  by  the  government,  but  one  boy  didn’t  want  to 
leave  his  Indian  wife  and  slipped  away  to  the  river  where  the  wife 
was  waiting  in  a  canoe,  and  went  back  to  the  life  he  had  grown  up  with. 
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The  son  Jonathan  had  two  daughters,  one  of  whom  married  John 
Armstrong. 

David  had  four  sons  and  a  daughter  Eliza  who  married  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Waugh,  pastor  of  the  Silver  Spring  Presbyterian  Church  near  Mechan- 
icsburg,  Penna.,  where  he  died  in  1807. 

A  large  home  that  John  Hoge  built  at  Hogestown  is  still  in  use,  and 
now  houses  an  antique  shop. 

Among  neighbors  of  John  Hoge's  family  were  the  Waughs,  Douglases, 
Carotherses,  Armstrongs  and  McCormicks.  The  McCormicks  and  Hoges 
had  a  stockade  as  a  protection  against  the  Indians.

(3)  David  Hoge.  Received  a  liberal  education  at  Dickinson  College 
in  Carlisle,  Pa.;  Trustee  of  Silver  Spring  Presbyterian  Church, 
1786;  Sheriff  in  1768-1770;  Active  in  Revolutionary  War,  pri¬ 
vate;  Purchased  about  1771  Hunters  Tract  in  Chartier’s  Valley, 
embracing  what  is  now  Washington,  penna.;  Representative  in 
the  Assembly,  1780-81. 

(2)  John  Hoge.  Farmer,  sheriff. 

(3)  John  Hoge,  Jr.  Presbyterian  minister;  educated  Princeton,  N.J. 

(3)  Jonathan  Hoge.  Justice  of  the  peace  in  1768;  Correspondent  to 
other  counties  about  closing  of  Boston  Harbor;  member  of  Con¬ 
vention  in  Philadelphia  July  15,  1776  to  frame  a  new  government 
based  upon  the  authority  of  the  people;  in  1777  was  a  member  of 
the  Supreme  Executive  Council;  Representative  in  Assembly  1783.

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THE  HUME  FAMILY 


The  family  of  Hume  sprang  from  the  old  Saxon  Earls  of  Dunbar  and 
Berwickshire.  Cospatrick,  the  5rd  Earl,  had  a  son  David  to  whom,  for 
a  deed  of  prowess,  he  gave  the  lands  of  Hume  in  Berwickshire,  and  his 
descendants  were  known  as  ”de  Hume'1  and  adopted  the  surname. 

Hume  Castle  was  for  a  long  time  the  residence  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Earls  of  Hume.  It  stood  about  three  miles  south  of  Greenlaw  on  the 
Blackadder  on  a  rocky  eminance.  it  was  captured  in  1651  by  Cromwell, 
The  ruins  (a  mere  shell),  restored  in  1794  as  a  kind  of  sham  antique, 
command  a  wide  view. 

The  Humes  of  Wedderburn,  of  whom  the  first  emigrant  to  America  was 
the  ultimate  heir,  are  the  oldest  cadets  of  the  ancient  House  of 
Hume,  which  dates  back  to  the  10th  century. 

Crinian  Hume  (died  1045),  Lord  of  the  isles  and  Lay  Abbot  of  Dunkeld, 
of  ancient  Cumbrian  descent,  killed  in  the  battle  of  the  Norwegians, 
married  Beatrix,  daughter  of  Malcolm  II,  king  of  Scotland,  who  died 
in  1034  near  the  Glamis  Castle.  His  eldest  son  Duncan  was  murdered 
by  Macbeth.  Thus  Barbara  Hume  became  a  descendant  of  Malcolm  II, 
Robert  Bruce,  and  Edward  the  Elder--first  prince  who  takes  the  title 
of  King  of  England  and  reigned  901-924.

Barbara  Hume  (1670-1745),  who  married  William  Hoge,  came  to  America 
from  Paisley,  Scotland  about  1682.  Her  parents  had  died  during  the 
voyage  to  New  York.  She  was  taken  to  her  relatives  in  that  city  by 
friends.  After  her  marriage  some  years  later  to  William  Hoge,  who 
was  a  fellow  traveler  on  the  same  boat  crossing  the  Atlantic,  they 
lived  in  Perth  Amboy,  N.  J.,  where  several  of  their  children  were 
born. 

Some  historians  say  she  was  a  grand  niece  of  David  Hume  who  was  an 
eminent  historian  and  philosopher.  There  are  records  of  members  of 
the  Hume  family  who  had  emigrated  to  America  in  years  before  Bar¬ 
bara’s  family  came.  We  find  notice  of  the  birth  of  Dorcas,  daughter 
of  Robert  Hume  (Homes)  and  Jane,  his  wife,  in  1643  in  Boston;  and  a 
Lieut.  William  Homes  died  in  Boston  in  1649. 

As  prisoners  taken  in  wars  with  England,  several  Humes  were  sent  to 
Virginia  and  Jamaica.  One  of  these  was  Lieut.  George  Hume  of  Wedder¬ 
burn  (1698-1760)  who  arrived  in  Virginia  as  a  rebel.  His  brother 
Francis  had  been  sent  there  earlier.  George  soon  found  a  place  for 
himself  in  his  new  home.  He  laid  out  the  city  of  Fredericksburg, 
surveyed  for  William  and  Mary  College,  and  taught  our  George  Washing¬ 
ton  surveying.  --  from  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography,

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THE  ARMSTRONG  FAMILY 


Among  Cumberland  county’s  original  settlers  were  two  brothers,  John 
and  James  Armstrong.  John  settled  near  the  present  town  of  Hoges- 
town,  Penna.  James (1)  settled  a  little  farther  west  near  the 
Stoney  Ridge.  His  son  John(2)  was  born  here  about  1762  and  died 
in  1856. 

John(2)  Armstrong  married  Elizabeth  Hoge  (1765  to  1848),  daughter 
of  Jonathan  Hoge  (1725-1800).  They  had  five  children:  Jonathan(3) 
(1795-1846),  James (3)  A.  (1800-1869),  Elizabeth,  Margaret,  and 
another  daughter  who  married  Levi  Martin  and  had.  two  children, 

Kate  and  John. 

John’s  daughter  Elizabeth(3)  married  Robert  Heagy.  Margaret (3) 
married  Peter  Fought.  Fought 's  daughter  Belle  married  Adam  Orris. 
Another  daughter  married  Samuel  Williams  and  their  daughter  Anna- 
bella  married  George  Brownewell. 

John's  second  son  James (3)  A.  Armstrong  married  Sarah  -  Waugh. 

His  entire  life  was  spent  in  Cumberland  county,  first  on  the  farm 
near  the  Stoney  Ridge,  and  in  later  life  in  Mechanicsburg;  he  was 
buried  in  the  Silver  Spring  cemetery.  They  had  six  children: 
Elizabeth(4)  Hoge  who  married  George  Bishop;  Margaret (4)  Jane  mar¬ 
ried  H.  M.  Bobb;  Sarah(4)  who  married  John  Coover  and  lived  in  New 
Cumberland;  Emma (4)  who  married  Harry  Meyers  of  Carlisle;  and 
Marjorie(4)  married  Hose  Glessner.  One  son  John  was  born  to  this 
union,  but  the  mother  did  not  live  to  raise  her  baby.  James (4) 

Noah  moved  to  Champaign,  Illinois  in  1869,  just  before  his  father’s 
death. 

Several  of  John(2)  Armstrong's  family  lived  after  their  marriages 
close  to  the  home  where  the  first  James (1)  Armstrong  had  settled. 

A  letter  (included  in  this  record)  from  Mary  Weaver  of  Roxbury 
will  give  more  details  of  the  Armstrong  family. 

James (1)  Armstrong  in  Cumberland  county  was  a  farmer,  but  took  his 
place  in  civic  affairs  of  Cumberland.  He  was  appointed  on  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  view  a  road  to  be  laid  out  between  Harris's  Ferry  and 
the  Potomac.  He  was  also  one  of  a  committee  to  correspond  with 
people  in  Boston  after  the  Tea  party. 


Col.  Burd's  Journal,  Ft.  Augusta,  Pa.,  Sunday,  26  July  1757 
(found  in  Penna.  Archives): 

"Betty  Armstrong,  wife  of  James  Armstrong,  escaped  from  the 
Indians  after  18  months  and  returned  to  her  home." 
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Dear  Cousin  Ella: 


A  LETTER  FROM  MARY  WEAVER 

Mechanicsburg, Pa .  Oct.  8,  1934 


I  will  try  to  tell  you  all  I  can  about  the  Armstrongs.  I  do  not  re¬ 
member  very  much.  You  are  right  about  your  Grandfather  living  along 
the  ridge  near  the  road  that  crossed  the  creek  at  Hover’s  Mill.  The 
one  on  the  other  side  of  the  road  I  suppose  was  a  brother,  and  I 
think  that  was  the  old  homestead.  That  was  the  place  my  grandmother 
Elizabeth  or  Betsy  Armstrong  Heagy  told  about  seeing  the  deer  running 
toward  the  creek.  I  suppose  it  was  all  woods  at  that  time.  I  saw 
where  the  old  house  stood  back  in  the  orchard. 

The  farm  on  the  west  side  of  the  ridge  was  my  grandmother’s.  It  ran 
down  to  the  creek  on  the  north  side,  and  across  the  ridge  on  the 
south  side. 

The  next  place  along  the  road  to  New  Kingston  was  Aunt  Margaret’s  or 
Peggy  Fought 's.  I  can  not  tell  you  whether  she  inherited  it  or  not. 

I  suppose  our  great  grandfather’s  name  was  either  John  or  Jonathan. 
There  was  a  John  and  Jonathan  Armstrong,  a  John  and  Jonathan  Fought 
and  a  John  and  Jonathan  Heagy  that  I  know  of.  I  am  77  years  old,  and 
they  have  been  dead  for  a  long  time. 

When  I  was  a  young  girl  we  lived  eight  years  on  my  grandmother's 
farm,  and  there  was  a  cousin  John  Armstrong,  cousin  of  my  father,  also 
your  mother's  (Margaret  Armstrong  Bobb's)  cousin.  That  would  make  him 
a  son  of  your  grandfather  Armstrong's  brother  Jonathan  Armstrong.  He 
was  a  lame  man,  and  two  of  his  children  now  live  in  Mechanicsburg, 

Mrs.  Florence  Gibble,  R.F.D.,  and  Robert  Armstrong  who  works  in  Rit¬ 
ters  Hardware,  on  Main  street.  This  cousin  John  Armstrong  had  several 
children,  some  of  them  now  dead.  Their  names  were  Wilson,  Jennie, 
Ella,  Annie,  Sadie,  John,  Robert,  Charles,  Florence  and  Alice.  This 
John  had  a  brother  Jonathan  who  lived  somewhere  in  the  west  and  had 
no  children. 


Fought ' s  had  a  John;  Jonathan;  Kate  who  married  Samuel  Williams; 
Isabel  married  Adam  Orris;  and  one  girl  married  William  Ziegler.  John 
Foughts  had  a  number  of  children:  Harry,  Lemuel,  John,  Mervin,  Clara, 
Maggie,  William,  Ralston  and  Miriam.  William  Ziegler's  son  J.  A.  II. 
Ziegler,  a  school  teacher,  was  raised  by  Aunt  Peggy. 

My  grandfather,  Robert  Heagy,  had  the  following  children:  Jonathan, 
John,  Elizabeth,  Theodore,  Isabel  and  Jennie.  Cousin  Charles,  Uncle 
Theodore's  son,  lives  in  Lancaster.  He  has  five  sisters  living  in 
the  west,  one  in  Chicago,  the  others  in  Kansas.  He  thinks  the 
Eaagys  came  from  Holland. 

This  will  close  the  history.

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THE  BOBB  FAMILY 


In  1795  Nicholas  Bobb  came  with  his  family  from  Germany  to  Cumber¬ 
land  county,  Penna.,  and  bought  land  from  his  friend  Martin  Longs- 
dorf.  There  were  nine  children  in  this  family:  John,  Daniel, 

George,  Michael,  Catherine,  Mary,  Barbara,  Elizabeth  and  Margaret. 

The  oldest  son  John(2)  married  Elizabeth  Longsdorf.  They  had  four 
children:  George (3),  Margaret,  Elizabeth  and  John.  George (3)  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Keller  and  had  eight  children:  Adeline,  who  married  (?) 
Stoey  of  Harrisburg,  they  had  an  adopted  daughter  Carrie;  Alfred; 
John;  Theodore;  Pierce;  James;  Frank;  and  Keller,  who  was  killed 
at  Gettysburg. 

John  Bobb’s  daughter  Margaret (3)  never  married,  but  partly  raised  a 
cousin’s  orphaned  daughter,  Elizabeth  Sheets,  who  married  (?)  Lucas 
and  had  two  sons,  William  and  Guy  Lucas. 

John’s  other  daughter  Elizabeth(3)  married  Charles  Shreiner,  and 
had  five  children:  Margaret  married  A.  C.  Miller;  John  married  El- 
nora  Morret;  Catherine  married  John  Beck;  Samuel  married  Mary 
Porter;  and  Martin  married  Emma  La  Reu. 

The  younger  son  of  John(2)  Bobb  was  John(3)  M.  Bobb  Jr.,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Margaret  Naggle  (Nagle)  in  1836.  She  was  a  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Mary  (Pense)  Naggle.  They  had  three  children:  Elmira  M.,  who 
died  at  age  19;  Henry  M.,  who  was  bom  June  25,  1840;  and  Anna  E. , 
who  died  at  four  months.  John (3)  M.  Bobb  Jr.  was  born  Aug.  26, 

1813  in  Silver  Spring  township,  Cumberland  county,  penna.  and  died 
in  April  1889  at  Roxbury,  near  his  birthplace.  He  was  buried  in 
Mechanic sburg. 

John(3)  M.  Bobb  Jr.,  after  his  marriage,  bought  a  farm  near  New 
Kingston  in  1837.  In  1847  he  purchased  what  was  called  the  Sailor 
farm  and  lived  there  until  1875,  when  he  bought  his  last  home  on 
Trindle  Spring  Road  and  built  a  brick  house  which  is  still  standing 
and  being  used  in  1963. 

Mr.  Bobb (3)  took  several  young  relatives  into  his  home  after  losing 
his  two  daughters.  One  was  Elizabeth  Sheets,  after  his  sister 
Margaret’s  death;  another  was  Adeline  Hickernell,  who  later  married 
Reuben  Maurey,  and  had  one  daughter  Virginia  who  married  (?)  Snyder. 
His  granddaughter  Ella  S.  Bobb  made  her  home  with  him  until  she 
married. 

His  daughter  Elmira  M.  was  attending  Irving  Female  College  in 
Mechanicsburg  when  she  passed  away. 

The  Bobb  family  is  the  only  one  in  the  Family  Tree  which  has  carried 
the  same  surname  down  to  the  present  year  of  1963  from  the  first 
ancestor  in  America,  Nicholas  Bobb  in  1795. 

Henry (4)  M.  Bobb,  who  was  raised  on  the  farm,  spent  the  remainder 
of  his  life  in  Mechanicsburg,  where  he  passed  away  in  1913. 

He  was  the  father  of  seven  children:  Ella(5)  Sylvania,  born  Feb.  12, 
1862;  Minnie  E. ,  born  Aug.  29,  1863;  John(5)  M.,  born  Dec.  14,  1864; 
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James  (5)  A.,  bom  Jan.  1,  1866;  Henry  (5)  A.,  born  July  14,  1869; 
George (5)  Frank,  born  April  12,  1874;  Maggie  May,  born  May  2, 
1879,  and  died  in  1881. 


(1)  Nicholas  Bobb  settled  on  a  farm  two  miles  west  of  Mechanicsburg. 

(2)  John  Bobb,  a  carpenter  by  trade.  Later  a  farmer. 

(3)  John  M.  Bobb,  member  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  carpenter  and 

cabinet  maker,  farmer.  Held  township  offices,  collector, 
assessor  and  county  commissioner;  also  was  executor  of 
several  estates  which  he  settled  without  loss  of  a  dollar; 
a  strong  Democrat. 

(4)  Henry  M.  Bobb,  engineer.  Had  plumbing  business  for  many  years. 

(5)  John  M.  Bobb,  carpenter. 

(5)  James  A.  Bobb,  farmer. 

(5)  Harry  A.  Bobb,  carpenter. 

(5)  George  Frank  Bobb,  telegrapher.  Had  electrical  store  and  in¬ 
stalled  wiring  in  homes  when  electricity  became  popular. 
Later  a  bank  president.  V.'as  teacher  of  a  men’s  Sunday 
School  class  in  Sebring,  Florida. 
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J.  M.  BOBB'S  LETTER  TO  JOHN  NAGGLE 


Dear  Sir: 


Silverspring  Township,  Oct.  27,  1838 


I  will  pen  a  few  lines  to  you  stating  that  by  the  blessing  of  God 
we  are  all  well  at  present  hoping  that  these  few  lines  may  find  you 
in  the  same  state  of  health.  Margaret  has  not  been  very  healthy 
for  some  time  back  but  at  present  she  is  in  good  health.  I  will 
now  inform  you  that  your  aged  father  is  no  more  on  earth,  that  he 
has  gone  to  a  world  of  spirits  after  a  long  and  lingering  illness. 
God  saw  fit  to  remove  him  from  time  to  eternity.  Died  on  the  13th 
of  October  and  was  buried  on  the  day  following,  it  being  Sunday. 

Your  bereft  mother  is  well  together  with  the  rest  of  your  sisters 
and  brothers  with  the  exception  of  Philip.  He  has  had  a  severe 
attack  of  the  flux,  which  has  been  a  general  sickness  through  this 
settlement  this  fall,  but  the  last  we  heard  from  him  he  was  getting 
better,  and  for  the  rest  of  your  and  my  friends  are  all  well  at 
present.  We  still  remain  at  the  same  place  doing  as  well  as  we  can. 
Your  sister  Ann  is  living  with  us  at  present.  I  saw  a  letter  from 
Jake  dated  June  31"  and  was  glad  to  hear  that  you  was  well  and  doing 
well  at  your  trade.  I  still  had  been  looking  for  a  letter  from  you 
as  you  promised  the  last  time  I  saw  you  would  write  to  me  when  you 
would  get  settled  but  looked  in  vain.  At  length  I  hear  by  a  letter 
from  John  Steinbring  that  you  desired  me  to  rite  to  you  which  I  neg¬ 
lected  until  this  time. 


Times  are  some  better.  I  shall  give  you  a  description  of  the  market 
in  this  country- -wheat  $1.62  per  bushel,  rye  $1,  corn  $1,  oats  50 
cts.,  potatoes  $1.  The  markets  are  high  on  account  of  the  druth  we 
have  had. 


I  shall  have  to  bring  my  letter  to  a  close.  I  want  you  to  write  to 
me  as  soon  as  this  letter  comes  to  hand  and  let  me  know  how  you  are 
coming  on  and  how  the  times  are,  and  how  you  are  pleased  with  the 
country.  And  when  you  are  coming  home  if  ever  or  not.  No  more  at 
present,  I  intreat  you  if  not  before  now  to  turn  to  the  Lord  and 
make  your  peace  with  him,  for  it  is  a  certain  thing  that  we  all  must 
die  and  after  death  the  judgement,  and  we  know  not  the  day  nor  hour 
wherein  the  Son  of  Man  cometh.  Remember  God  has  said  that  the  ser¬ 
vant  that  knows  His  will  and  doeth  it  not,  shall  be  beaten  with 
many  stripes.  God  is  not  mocked  for  what  so  ever  a  man  soweth  that 
also  shall  he  reap.  I  remain  yours  until  death.

My  Much  Esteemed  Uncle,-  (John  Naggle) 

Once  again  I  have  the  honor  of  writing  another  epistle  to  you  to  let 
you  know  how  we  are.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  informing  you  that  we 
are  all  well  except  Grandmother.  She  is  not  really  sick  but  her 
feet  and  legs  are  swolen  so  very  badly  and  we  do  not  know  what  it  is. 
She  is  in  Mechanicsburg  just  at  this  time  and  seems  to  be  enjoying 
herself  very  well  only  that  she  can’t  walk  out  much  as  she  could  if 
they  were  not  swolen.  We  feel  a  little  alarmed  about  her  but  I  hope 
that  it  will  all  wear  away  soon. 

I  have  the  extreme  pleasure  of  putting  up  your  much  estemed  and 
dear  aged  mother  and  two  dear  sister's  daguerreotype  to  send  to  you 
that  you  may  form  some  idea  how  they  look  and  see  if  you  think  they 
have  changed  much  since  you  last  laid  eyes  on  them.  The  one  that 
is  v/ith  grandmother  is  my  dear  and  affectionate  and  kind  mother  and 
the  other  one  in  the  small  case  is  "Aunt  Mary".  Pappa  took  Mother, 
aunt  and  I  to  town  on  last  Monday  morning  to  have  them  taken  and  I 
sat  with  Aunt  Mary  to  have  them  both  taken  on  one  plate  for  you  and 
after  they  were  finished  they  were  not  good  and  I  had  left  to  go  to 
school  so  I  did  not  get  it  taken.  I  feel  very  sorry  since  that  it 
so  happened  for  I  know  that  you  would  be  struck  with  beauty,  it 
would  have  been  extremely  handsome,  I  know  that  you  could  not  have 
helped  some  remarks.  These  pictures  are  true.  They  are  natural 
to  all  eyes  that  have  seen  them.  You  may  look  for  mine  some  time 
soon. 

Now  Uncle  we  shall  be  happy  to  receive  Aunt's  and  your  dear  little 
flock  to  us  yet  and  then  we  will  be  satisfied  and  perhaps  we  can 
oblige  you  by  sending  all  ours  then  to  you.  Now  I  think  that  I 
must  close  for  this  time  for  fear  I  will  tire  your  patience  reading 
it  and  hope  that  you  will  write  as  soon  as  you  receive  this  and  let 
us  know  whether  you  received  all  safely.  Good  by  dear  friends  from 
your  loving  niece.

The  older  daughter  of  John  M.  Bobb, 
she  died  at  the  age  of  19  years  while  attending  Irving  Female 
College. 
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THE  NAGGLE  (NOGGLE,  NOGLE)  FAMILY 


Henry (1)  Naggle  lived  close  to  the  camp  grounds  at  Dillsburg,  York 
county,  penna.  His  wife's  maiden  name  was  Mary  pense.  They  had 
several  children:  Mary(2),  Margaret,  Anne,  Elizabeth,  John,  Jacob 
and  Phillip. 

Mary (2)  Naggle  married  A.  J.  Brinks  of  Mechanicsburg.  They  had 
one  daughter  Aggie  (Agnes)  who  married  the  Reverend  Shoop,  pastor 
of  the  Church  of  God  in  Mechanicsburg,  and  had  one  daughter  Helen. 
Reverend  Shoop  had  several  children  by  a  former  marriage. 

Anne  died  young.  Margaret  married  John  Bobb,  Jr.  Oct.  27,  1838. 
Three  children  were  born  to  them:  Elmira,  born  January  1839; 

Henry  Martin  Bobb,  bom  June  25,  1840;  and  Anna  E. ,  who  was  born 
Feb.  12,  1842.  Only  Henry  M.  lived  to  marry  and  raise  a  family. 

Elizabeth  married  -  Steinbring. 

About  1875  John  and  Jacob  Naggle  and  Steinbring,  with  their  fam¬ 
ilies,  moved  to  the  vicinity  of  Wooster,  Ohio.  My  great  grand¬ 
father  John  M.  Bobb  was  a  cousin  of  these  people,  and  drove  one  of 
their  teams  on  their  overland  trip.  While  in  Ohio  he  ate  tomatoes 
for  the  first  time,  as  heretofore  they  had  been  considered  poison. 

Of  John  Naggle »s  family,  Margaret,  William  and  Mariah  remained 
single  and  stayed  on  the  farm  until  Margaret  (Maggie)  died  Jan.  30, 
1926.  The  brother  William  had  died  a  year  earlier.  The  remaining 
sister,  Mariah,  made  her  home  with  the  Fred  Reddick  family  until 
her  death  in  1928.  Their  mother  passed  away  in  1906. 

Henry (1)  Naggle  died  in  1838,  and  his  wife  Mary  in  1868. 

Information  about  this  family  was  given  by  Ella  (Bobb)  Waggoner, 
their  distant  cousin,  and  from  Maggie  Maggie's  letters  to  her 
until  Maggie's  death. 

An  older  Jacob  Naggle  (Nagle)  was  listed  in  1799  as  a  blacksmith 
and  in  the  same  year  a  John  Naggle  was  listed  as  a  stone  mason, 
in  a  list  of  taxables  in  Adams  county. 
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LONGSDORF  FAMILY 


Henry (1)  and  Martin (2)  Longsdorf  bought  land  from  William  Penn  two 
miles  west  of  where  Mechanicsburg  was  later  built.  They  came  to 
America  in  1741  from  Moravia,  now  a  part  of  Czechoslovakia. 

Dr.  William  Longsdorf,  son  of  Adam  Longsdorf,  whose  biography  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  History  of  Cumberland  and  Adams  Counties,  said  that 
his  grandfather  Henry  Longsdorf  was  the  Longsdorf  who  settled  early 
in  Silver  Spring  township. 

Martin (2)  had  four  children:  Elizabeth,  Adam,  George  and  Margaret. 
Adam(3)  married  Mary  Senseman  and  they  had  four  children  but  raised 
only  two  of  them,  William(4)  and  Adam(4). 

Elizabeth^ 3 )  married  John  Bobb  and  they  had  four  children:  George (4) 
who  married  Mary  Keller;  Margaret (4)  who  remained  single  and  lived 
near  her  mother’s  home;  Elizabeth^ 4)  who  married  Charles  Shreiner 
Oct.  31,  1839;  and  John(4)  Jr.,  born  Aug.  26,  1813  and  married  in 
1836  Margaret  Haggle,  daughter  of  Henry  and  Mary  (Pense)  Naggle. 

Here  our  history  of  the  Longsdorf  family  ends,  except  for  a  number 
of  known  cousins (4)  whose  parents  were  members  of  the  Martin(2) 
Longsdorf  family. 

1.  Barbara (4)  (Longsdorf)  Sheets  who  died  and  left  a  family  of 
five  children:  Elizabeth(5)  partly  raised  by  her  Aunt  Mar¬ 
garet;  Katherine ( 5 ) ;  jacob(5),  raised  by  G.  G.  Bobb; 
Barbara(5);  and  Emma(5)  (Givins )  of  Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico.

5.  Mrs.  Mira  Moss,  wife  of  Edward  Moss  of  Brownsville ,  Iowa, 
was  another  cousin.  In  February  of  1892  she  wrote  a  letter 
to  Mrs.  Ella  (Bobb)  Waggoner  in  which  she  said  "Your  grand¬ 
fathers  and  mine  once  owned  a  good  many  acres  in  that 
locality,  west  of  Mechanicsburg,  pa.,  and  your  home  was  the 
last  bit  left."  (On  Trindle  Spring  Road,  in  Roxbury).  in 
another  letter  written  in  1891,  she  also  wrote  "My  grand¬ 
father  Martin  Longsdorf  is  now  dead  70  years.  I  remember  he 
built  the  Trindle  Spring  Hotel  and  many  houses  in  Silver 
Spring  township." 
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WAUGH  FAMILY 


Of  all  the  families  we  have  tried  to  include  in  this  Bobb  Family 
history,  the  Waugh  family  has  caused  the  most  research,  but  we 
now  believe  it  has  been  traced  correctly  to  at  least  one  of  the 
emigrants . 

Sarah  (V/augh)  Armstrong’s  father  was  Samuel  Waugh,  as  proved  by 
a  court  record  in  Carlisle  under  which  money  from  a  land  sale 
was  distributed  in  1839  to  Samuel's  children.  The  record  named 
the  children  and  noted  the  husbands '  names  where  daughters  had 
married.  Samuel,  in  turn,  was  among  the  four  sons  and  three 
daughters  named  in  the  will  of  James  Waugh,  which  was  made  13 
September  1783  and  proved  in  Cumberland  County  13  January  1785. 
The  James  Waugh  will  is  now  in  Will  Box  D,  Court  House,  at 
Carlisle,  Penna. 

James  Waugh  (1720-1785)  is  believed  to  have  been  born  in  Ireland. 
He  served  in  the  Revolution  as  a  private  in  Capt.  Asa  Hill's 
Company,  2d  Battalion,  Cumberland  County,  Pa.  militia.  He  died 
in  Cumberland  County,  undoubtedly  in  late  1784  or  very  early 
January  1785.  His  will  divides  his  home  plantation  equally  into 
thirds,  with  sons  John  and  Isaac  getting  their  thirds,  and  Samuel 
the  middle  portion  containing  the  house  and  improvements.  An¬ 
other  son  James  Waugh  received  money,  as  did  the  daughters  listed 
as  Agnes  Grayson,  Jean  Richardson  and  Mary  Waugh.  The  widow  Mary 
V/augh  was  also  provided  for.  Further,  the  four  sons  received 
equal  shares  in  a  tract  in  Rye  township.  Our  ancestor  Samuel 
Waugh,  son  of  James,  married  (his  second  marriage)  Elizabeth 
Seidel  of  Rye  township. 

We  intend  to  continue  research  on  the  V/augh  family,  particularly 
James  the  emigrant.  We  think  it  likely  that  all  the  Waughs  in 
Cumberland  and  Adams  (York)  counties  were  related,  including  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Waugh,  pastor  of  Silver  Spring  Presbyterian  Church. 
From  somewhere  my  mother,  Ella  (Bobb)  V/aggoner,  copied  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  "The  Rev.  Samuel  Waugh  was  a  member  of  an  early  Scotch- 
Irish  family  in  Carroll's  (Delight)  tract  in  Adams  County,  Pa. 
Other  members  of  the  V/augh  family  lived  near  Silver  Spring 
Church  for  many  years  prior  to  the  coming  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waugh, 
who  was  one  of  the  most  influential  and  best  loved  pastors  of 
Silver  Spring  Church."  The  Rev.  Samuel  Waugh  was  the  son  of 
William  and  Jane  V/augh;  it  is  believed  William  Waugh  came  from 
Scotland. 


NOTE:  On  the  basis  of  records  found  after  the  original  printing, 
this  page  and  page  17  were  revised  in  February  1964.  This  will 
mean  that  some  names  in  the  early  Waugh  family  will  not  now  be 
found  in  the  index,  and  that  some  names  now  in  the  index  will 
not  be  found  in  the  booklet.
